Oliphant dropped a minor bomb- 
shell by mentioning that Senator 
Styles Bridges (Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire, had intervened in behalf 
of a Baltimore liquor dealer who 
was in tax difficulties and that 
Grunewald said he was helping 
Bridges. Amount involved was 
“at least six figures.” 


Representative Kean, presiding 
at the time, soon found occasion 
to slam the mallet on the com- 
mittee table and announce a 
luncheon recess. 


Oliphant had testified that 
Bridges inquired about the case 
against a Baltimore liquor dealer, 
George H. Klein, against whom 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
had made a jeopardy assessment. 
The difference between a jeopar- 
dy assessment and other assess- 


ments for tax deficiencies, Oli- 
phant explained, was that when 
jeopardy assessments are made 
the taxpayer has no opportunity 
to postpone payment of the as- 
sessment—his business can be 
shut down immediately. 


Wanted to Go to Bermuda. 


Oliphant said Klein wanted to 
buy a ticket to Bermuda but the 
jeopardy tax -assessment against 
him made this difficult. 

Senator Bridges inquired about 
the case, Oliphant said, and told 
Oliphant “he didn’t want any- 
thing done that was not correct 
but they ought to be able to get 
together and settle their differ- 
ences.” 

During a recess, Adrian W. 
DeWind, committee counsel, said 
the tax claim against Klein is “a 
substantial amount, at least six 
figures.” 

“Does it involve $3,000,000?” 
a reporter asked. 

DeWind declined to state the 
exact amount but said: “It's a lot 
of money.” 

At Senator Bridges’ office 
here, the Post-Dispatch was told 
that he was in New Hampshire. 


Questioned About Luncheon. 

Bridges’ name entered the tes- 
timony when Oliphant was ques- 
tioned about a luncheon he had 
with Grunewald. He said Grune- 
wald told him he was speaking in 
behalf of the Senator and that 
he was merely trying to follow 
up the Senator’s original. sug- 
gestion that there ought to be 
some way the case against Klein 
could be settled. 

On other phases of his friend- 
ship with Grunewald, Oliphant 
said under questioning that they 
had lunch together about once a 
week, and that on every occasion 
Grunewald picked up the check.

Gave Grunewald Information. 

Oliphant said last night that he 
had given information to Grune- 
wald about the pending Teitel- 
baum tax case because “he was a 
friend for a number of years.’ 

Testimony had been received by 
the subcommittee that Grunewald 
sought information from Oliphant 
about the pending tax fraud cases 
against Teitelbaum and Paul R, 
Simon, Chicago lawyers for Ca- 
pone gangsters, and then asked 
Oliphant not to mention Grune- 
wald’s interest. 

Teitelbaum testified that Frank 
Nathan, gambler and peddler of 
“deals,” and Bert K. Naster, 
Florida ex-convict, tried to extort 
$500,000 from him on the repre- 
sentation they had influence and 
could keep him from being sent 
to the penitentiary for tax fraud. 

Asked About Cases. 

Oliphant said that Grunewald 
wanted to know whether the Tei- 
telbaum-Simon cases were classi- 
fied as’ “racketeer,’ a matter 
which would have affected the 
speed of the prosecution.

The agent, Jennings Lang, 39 
years old, was seriously wounded 
in the groin and leg and under- 
went surgery lasting an hour and 
a half. Miss Bennett said she 
and Lang had been together on 
business during fhe afternoon, 
discussing her plans for a tele- 
vision show. He has been her 
agent for 12 years. 

Producer Is Jailed. 
Wanger, 57, was booked on sus- 
picion of assault with intent to 
commit murder. He was released 
today on $5000 bail. A formal 
complanit had not yet been filed. 
A bullet ripped through the 
left front fender of Miss Ben- 
nett’s green Cadillac convertible. 
She was sitting in the car, in 
a parking lot across the street 
from the Beverly Hills police sta- 
tion, when the snooting occurred, 
about 5:30 p.m. 

Lang, the father of two chil- 


dren, was standing by_the car, 


talking with her. He doubled 
over, clutching at his abdomen.

United States. 

Direct American aid for Greece 
began when President Truman 
laid down the new foreign pol- 
icy, which became known as the 
Truman Doctrine, before a joint 
session of Congress, March 12, 
1947. This provided for military 
and economic aid for Greece and 
Turkey. ‘The American mission 


for aid to Greece began to func-| 


tion actively in July 1947. 

A Communist revolufgon sup- 
ported by Albania, Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria threatened to defeat 
the United States’ objectives. 
Chaos and destruction spread 
throughout the country. 

Ten per cent of the population 
became refugees. Under’ the 
leadership of Gen. James A. Van 
Fleet, now commanding the 
United Nations troops in Korea, 
and the American Military Mis- 
sion, the situation was restored, 
and all but a handful of the guer- 
rillas were driven out of Greece 
by September 1949.

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Serious Friction Between U.S. and South 
American Nations in U.N. — Latins

Not since 1945, when the other 
20 American republics threatened 
to walk out of the United Nations 
organizing conference at San 
Francisco, have so many harsh 
words and mutual recriminations 
been exchanged among Western 
Hemisphere neighbors. 

Ironically, our Latin friends 
were on the verge of a walkout 
six years ago because, they said, 
we had done too much appeas- 
ing of the Russians. Now their 
chief complaint is that we are 
getting too tough with the Com- 
mies. 

This doesn’t mean .that they 
have suffered a change of heart; 
it is just that some of our recent 
tactics on the international front- 
have responsible Latin-Americans 
worrying. They are afraid we may 
lose patience, pull the trigger and 
start something the entire world 
will be sorry for. 

Reasons for Concern. 


Here are the principal develop- 
ments which cause our fellow- 
Americans south of the Rio 
Grande to feel concerned: 

1. Gen. Ridgway’s demands in 
the Korean truce talks. Measured 
by the public reaction in Lgtin- 
America, the Communists have 
done a much abler job than the 
U.N., at least propaganda-wise,

2. Secretary Acheson’s pessi- 
mism and impatience at the Paris 
meeting. What troubled the Lat- 
ins most was his apparent un- 
willingness to explore the possi- 
bilities of any formula at all. 

“Mr. Acheson always has been 
a diplomat,” said the foreign min- 
ister of one American republic.

Presidential Petulance 


President Truman's latest’ press conference 
made it about as clear as clear can be that the 
scandals in his own admi ion must have 
loomed big in his mind as he, hurried: back from 
Key West to Washington. Certainly, the Internal 
Revenue Bureau and Justice Department exposes 
—and what Mr. Truman is going to do about 
them—were the chief subject of his meeting 
with the co adents. 

Unhappily, the President did not meet the 
issue of corruption in government with full can- 
dor and frankness. He did not announce imme- 
diate and specific measures for dealing with the 
moral crisis. Instead, he said that His Adminis- 
tration would “continue” action against unwor- 
thy governmental employes, and suggested that 
he may create a special house-cleaning agency 
in the days ahead. | 

At the same time, the President said that he 
would not ask for the resignation of Attorney 
General McGrath or Democratic National Com- 
mittee Chairman McKinney. He said this despite 
the questions which have been raised about the 
activities of both men. Surely, it would have 
been wise to suspend judgment until those 
questions are fully answered. 
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Worst of all, Mr. Truman vented his obvious 
bad temper on the Post-Dispatch. This was be- 
neath the dignity of the White House. This news- 
paper certainly is not disposed to argue with the 
President whether he knew about the activities 
of former Assistant Attorney General T. Lamar 
Caudle before some of these were made public 
in the columns of the Post-Dispatch. But if he 
did know about that mess, why did he not 
promptly pass the information on to Attorney 
General McGrath? | 

As for Mr. Truman's charge that the Post- 
Dispatch interested itself in the activities of St. 
Louis Internal Revenue Collector James P, Fin- 
negan because Mr. Finnegan is a Democrat, that 
charge falls of its own ‘weight. The ‘President 
tried to buttress it with the statement that this 
newspaper had expressed approval of & Republi- 
can Mayor. But if Mr. Truman was searching 
the record for that kind of evidence, he might 
have looked far enough to find that the Post- 
Dispatch had also said good things about Demo- 
cratic Mayors—and Governors and Presidents for 
that matter. 

As Raymond P. Brandt, our chief Waslfington 
correspondent, rem®nded Mr. Truman, this news- 
paper would have investigated the office of a 
Republican tax collector just as promptly under 
similar circumstances. Surely, Mr. Truman must 
recall the part of the Post-Dispatch in exposing 
the Teapot Dome scandal of the Harding Admin- 
istration. Or if that history is too ancient, he can 
not have forgotten the almost single-handed work 
of the Post-Dispatch in bringing to light the 
record of the Republican Green Administration 
in Illinois. 

Mr. Truman prides himself on his political 
astuteness, so he must recall that those disclo- 
sures led directly to the election of the Demo- 
cratic Stevenson Administration and indirectly 
to his return to the White House. Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson won by 572,067 votes. Mr. Truman 
carried Illinois by a plurality of only 33,612. 

But no more of this. The point has been made. 
And the point is that the Post-Dispatch does not 
look for partisan identification tags where cor- 
ruption is concerned. 
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Yet we must conclude that Mr. Truman has 
been more than a little partisan in his approach 
to the current scandals. It has been suggested 
that some of his advisors counseled him to sit 
tight until the storm blows over. It would not 
be a very big stérm, they guessed. Mr. Truman 
however, came to the conclusion that it called 
for some action. He ordered the discharge of 
Mr. Caudle, and he claims a hand in the removal 
of Mr. Finnegan. And he may yet take further 
and broader steps. But ‘all this comes slowly and 
under pressure. 

“Wrongdoers have no house with me,” said the 
President, “no matter who they are or how big 
they are.” 

Well enough said. But the statement would 
have been more impressive had it come earlier 
and had it been accompanied by an announce- 
ment of specific and drastic measures for ferret- 
ing out wrongdoers and bringing them to justice. 

That would have been much more in keeping 
with the high office of the Presidency than an 
exhibition of personal petulance. 
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Mr. Wilson’s Stand 


Charles E. Wilson has issuéd a timely denial 
that the Government will scrap its stabilization 
program in the face of pressure against wage 
control. The Government, he says, is going to 
“do the best we can to hold the line with the 
power granted us.” 

This reminder that the Government still has a 
wage and price stabilization policy comes just as 
the Mediation Service enters the steel wage talks 
at Pittsburgh, which appear to be approaching a 
decisive stage. Evidently it means that the 
weight of the Government will be thrown against 
a wage settlement which by its size or form 
threatens to destroy wage stabilization in gen- 
eral. This does not exclude a wage increase, but 
-it suggests that the Government will fight to 
confine any increase—and the price increase 
which the manufacturers will seek to go with it 
~——to levels which will not jeopardize the whole 
stabilization effort. 

That, as Mr. Wilson said, is the only course 
which is fair to the millions of American people. 
Despite holes in the anti-inflationary dike, the 
effort to contain inflation must be continued. 
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The Poisoned Chalice 


Some Alabamans are having to learn the hard 
way that the United States Supreme Court meant 
what it said when it ruled that Negroes could 
not be excluded from party primary elections. 
For the second time in five years the voters have 
voted on a ruse intended to get around the Su- 
preme Court decision. 

Alabama’s Boswell amendment of 1946 re- 
quired that a voter must either be able to read 
and write or to explain the United States Con- 
stitution. As no Negro, however highly educated, 


has been able to explain the United States Con-’ 


stitution to the satisfaction of a biased election 
judge, this was purely a device for disfranchis- 
ing a race. That it was by no means representa- 
tive of all Alabama opinion was shown by the 
fact that it carried by a narrow margin of 8 to 7. 

The.new ruse which has just been voted upon 
would require every voter to be of good charac- 
ter, to take a written questionnaire, to “embrace 
the duties and obligations of citizenship,” and 
to sign an anti-Communist oath—present vote 
lists excepted. It would offer the race-biased 
even more devices than the Boswell amendment 
with which to deny Negroes their right to the 
ballot. On the basis of incomplete returns, it 
seems to have been adopted by a narrow margin,

It is a victory for Europe because Europe des- 
perately needs economic. unity. By such unity its 
peoples can best raise their living standards and 
develop the inner strength which is. no less im- 
portant than military strength for the preserva- 
tion of their independence... ~ ~ 

The Schuman plan—still a long way from 
reality, but now markedly advanced by French 
ratification—would be the longest single step 
towatd economic unity the European nations 
could take. By establishing a single market for 
coal, iron and steel through the gradual elimina- 
tion of both customs barriers and transportation 
differentials, the six Western nations—France, 
Belgium, The Netherlands, Luxembourg, Italy 
and Western Germanhy—would open the way to 
ultimate integration of all the industries which 
depend on these basic materials. 

West Germany’s parliament at Bonn is sched- 
uled to begin consideration of the plan next 
week. There as in France, where the Gaullists 
and Communists combined against it, the plan 
has become a political football.

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Trust-Busting in Lorain 

Freedom of the press does not excuse or per- 
mit monopolistic malpracticeg by a newspaper. 
That is the essence of a 7-to-O0 Supreme Court 
decision that the Lorain (O.) Journal violated 
the anti-trust laws. 

This case first arose in connection with the 
federal radio laws, not the anti-trust laws. S. A. 
and Isadore Horvitz, who owned the only papers 
in Lorain. and Mansfield, also sought licenses 
to operate radio stations in these places. The 
Federal Communications Commission denied 
the licenses. 

The FCC heard witnesses testify that S. A. 
Horvitz “harassed and coerced” local merchants 
to prevent their using the only radio station in 
Mansfield, WMAN. He rejected advertising from 
some companies which advertised on WMAN. He 
tried to get exclusive advertising contracts, the 
witnesses said. 

Upon hearihg ‘this, the FCC eoncluded that 
the publisher could not be trusted to operate a 
radio station in the public interest. Later: the 
comm:ssion licensed a competing station, WEOL, 
in Lorain. And there, the Supreme Court heard, 
the publisher used the same tactics he had used 
in Mansfield. 

The court decision clears up the Lorain case. 
Now the Justice Department says it will push a 
similar anti-trust suit in the Mansfield case. 
The principles involved are the same, for in both 
places the Horvitz interesfs claimed freedom of 
press and freedom of competition as their pro- 
tectors. | 

In these cases the newspapers flew false flags. 
Freedom of press was never intended to protegt 
coercion of advertisers. Freedom of competition 
could hardly endure against the aggressive poli- 
cies practiced in Lorain. The Supreme Court de- 
cision should strength both freedoms by curb- 
ing misuse of monopolistic power, 
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| Playing With Fire 

Operators of the 11 small hotels in which no 
tangible steps have been taken toward compli- 
ance with the city’s hotel fire safety code are on 
a mighty hot spot. Public opinion is bound to 
hold that such failure represents nothing less 
than a callous disregard for the law and for the 
safety of the hotels’ guests. 

The fire safety code applying to the city’s 97 
hotels classified as ‘‘non-fire-resistant” went into 
effect last July 9. Such hotels had inadvertently 
been dropped from code control more than a 
year earlier through an error in the ordinance 
extending the compliance date for other hotels. 
So the smaller hotels had plenty; of warning that 
sooner or later they would come under code 
regulation. 

Eighty-six of these small hotels have complied 


- ‘with the fire safety provisions or are in the 


process of doing so. Failure of the 11 others has 
prompted Director of Public Safety, Myles P. 
Dyer to give them until Jan. 2 to obey the law 
or face the possibility of loss of their hotel oper- 
ating permits. 

Mr. Dyer is quite right in calling the 11 hotels 
to account. And in giving them even until Jan. 2 
to gét moving he is exhibiting a good deal of 
charity.

Sixth United Nations Assembly may achieve limited but solid 
gains, declares Swiss observer; admission of new members, German 
agreement and plan for Korea are possibilities; with due caution 
these could pave way for broader objectives such as disarmament. 


Urs Schwarz, Foreign Political Writer of the Neue Zuercher Zeitung, in 
Swiss Review of World Affairs 


Charged with completely new responsi- 
bilities as a result of events in Korea, the 
fifth session of the U.N. Assembly lasting 
from September 1950 to Nov. 5, 1951, had 
grown into the “long Assembly.” Will the 
sixth, which began on Nov. 6, 1951, be 
equally drawn out, or will it be able to 
organize and dispose of its tasks with 
greater firmness and dispatch? What are 
some of the important problems it can 
actually hope to solve? 

As soon as an armistice will be con- 
cluded by the military negotiators on the 
spot, the Assembly in Paris will be pre- 
sented with the tasks ' 
of re-establishing the 
peace, and construct- 
ing the national iden- 
tity and economy of 
Korea. The situation 
as it has developed 
makes it possible for 
the Assembly to side- 
step the Security 
Council completely 
in these -issues and , 
hopes are growing { 
daily that they can 
be so settled. 

From the _ propo- 
sals made by the 
Palestine Conference 
and submitted to the General Assembiy 
there may well result a decision leading 
to peace between Palestine and its Arab 
neighbors. 


A new state, the United Kingdom of 
Libya, is coming into existence. A creature 
of the United Nations, it will hardly be 
denied membership in the organization. 


That will result in a paradoxical situa- 
tion, however. Italy, one of the most civil- 
ized countries in the world and now far 
advanced on the way to political maturity, 
is still excluded from membership, while 
the new desert empire, under Italian rule 
for 30 years, will get a seat and a voice

in the councils of the nations. 


Jssues Waiting to Be Solved 


Together with Italy, to be sure, 13 more 
states are awaiting admission. The present 
session of the Assembly is now deemed 
capable of solving this problem. The so- 
lution however will hardly consist in a 
simple yielding on the part of the Soviet 
Union, which so far has consistently ve- 


toed the admission of Italy, nor in a mere — 


compromise in which fhe West would drop 
its resistance to the East’s candidates in 
exchange for the East’s dropping its re- 
sistance to the West's, since the United 
States in particular is entirely opposed to 
such an exchange. é 


From the point of view. of Europe, a 
question of the utmost importance is 
touehed by the proposal of the three West- 
ern powers, to charge a commission with 
the study of the possibility of free all- 
German elections. The General Assembly 
can transform this proposal into a decision. 


The Soviets, in a military occupation 
wf more than half of Germany, are of 
course in a position to prevent the execu- 


tion of such a decision, if they are not 
won over to it in Paris. 

These are the more important among 
the issues in which the Sixth General As- 
sembly will perhaps be successful, judging 
from its disposition as revealed until now. 
Far behind in the line of the-possible fol- 
lows the question of disarmament and 
atomic energy control, whether in the 
form proposed by the three Western pow- 
ers or in the form proposed by the Soviet 
Union. 

In the formulation of their declarations 
concerning their census, disarmament and 
control plan, the Western powers have 
shown an increasing tendency to give pri- 
ority to the fulfillment of certain political 
preconditions and the solution of the most 
important pending international contro- 
versies. The reasoning behind it carries 
conviction. For how can the nations be ex- 
pected to reduce their armaments to even 
the slightest degree if they do not previ- 
ously succeed in creating the beginnings 
of mutual trust? 


“The Counsel of Caution” 


This trust need not necessarily reach 
the point where the one has utter faith 
in the good intentions of the other. It will 
be sufficient for one to believe that the 
counsel of caution and _ self-preservation 
will prevent the other from risking any 
transgressions and/or aggressions. 

The Sixth General Assembly, despite 
the great economic difficulties in which 


‘Great Britain and France find themselves 


involved, is meeting in the sign of the 
growing military strength of the free peo- 
ples; from this strength, and from the con- 
fidence to which it gives rise, solutions 
may become possible that eluded previous 
Assemblies. 

There is another new factor: With An- 
thony Eden a statesman has returned to 
the stage who will try to revive a diploma- 
cy of mature moderation in the halls of 
the U.N. now habitually resounding with 
the noise of unbridled hostilities. 


The presence of the Assembly—probably 
for the last time—in Europe, and in Paris, 
means an opportunity for France and its 
Foreign Minister Robert Schuman, whose 
fervent advocacy of a European army and 
a European federation have carried him 
to considerable heights of statesmanship. 


Contact between the French and the 
British delegations has grown quite close 
since the beginning of the Assembly. Per- 
haps it will be possible to say that a great- 
er influence of the two West European big 
powers at the side of the leading United 
States was one of the outstanding features 
of the Sixth General Assembly. ' 

In the general alignment the group of 
countries which on earlier occasions some- 
times appeared as the Latin American bloc 
seems to have lost a great deal of its for- 
mer cohesion. 

The important group of the Asiatic peo- 
ples on the other hand is united only in 
its need and call for Western economic 
and technical assistance, and in its revolt 
against “colonialism.” Apart from that, it 
is split along lines of narrow nationalistic 
aspirations. 


The Consumer Is Not a Guinea Pig

Most 
of these are probably harmless, but in at 
least one case millers prudently decided 
to drop a well-known bleaching agent after 
considerable use because independent tests 
showed that it gave dogs fits. | 

A House committee, listening to testi- 
mony on this and other points concerned 
with the use of chemicals in food, now 


indicates that it will amend the food and 
drug laws to force the testing of new adul- 
terants before they are added to food, 


This seems a necessary step toward con- 
sumer protection, and if the lobbyists of 
the food and cosmetic industries are wise, 
they will not oppose it. ) 

Fortunately, a. number of highly re- 
spectable food packers and processors have 
indorsed the idea that all new chemicals 
shall be thoroughly tested before being 
used for food or beautification. It really 
seems like one of the steps a prudent man- 
ufacturer would take all by himself, and 
probably most of them do.

BIDDLE OPENS A.D.A.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (UP)— 
Americans for Democratic Action 
today began a fight for repeal of 
the anti-Communist Smith act be- 
cause it “prosecutes people for 
what they think and say rather 
than what they do.” 

Former Attorney General Francis 
Biddle, A.D.A. national chairman, 
sald the group “recognizes the 
need for drastic protection 
against acts of sabotage or espio- 
nage.” 

“But the Smith act is aimed at 
the advocacy of ideas, rather than 
commission of overt acts,” he 


said. 

The 1940 law, which makes it 
unlawful for persons to advocate 
or teach the overthrow of the

Pact Designed to Prevent De- 
structive Practices by Fienet-| 
men in North Pacific, 


TOKYO, Dec. 14 (UP)—The 
United States, Canada and Ja- 
pan signed today a draft treaty 
designed to prevent repetition of 


fishing practices prevalent before 
World War II. 

The fisheries treaty, product 
of days of often heated ne- 
gotiation, is the first to be en- 
tered into by Japan since the 
San Francisco peace conference. 


It is expected to be ratified and 
put into effect after the peace 
treaty is formally ratified early 
next year. 

Japan agrees to prevent its 
fishermen éfrom catching halibut, 
salmon and herring of American 
origin in the traditional United 
States and Canadian fishing 
grounds off the west coast of 
North America so long as the 
American and Canadian indus- 
tries exploit these fishery re- 
sources to the maximum _con- 
sistent with conservation needs. 

Can Catch Other Fish. 

In exchange for this abstinence 
from exercise of freedom of the 
high seas, Japan is assured free- 
dom to catch other types of fish 
in the North Pacific outside Unit- 
ed States and Canadian terri- 
torial waters. 

Called an “International Con- 
vention for the High Seas Fish- 
eries of the North Pacific Ocean,” 
the treaty sets up a three-power 
technical commission to insure 
that proper conservation meas- 
ures are carried out by all three 
nations and to recommend 
changes in the agreement. 

The machinery established un- 
der the convention will provide 
a means of settling disputes, eas- 
ing friction and answering the 
demands of the American fish- 
eries industry for more severe 
restrictions against Japanese fish-

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Army for 22 New Dams 
To Prevent Missouri Floods

sas, and Red Willow, in southern 
Nebraska.

Army engineers’ representa- 
tives told the Post-Dispatch the 
five dams shifted to the “addi- 
tional” list were thought to be 
relatively unimportant because 
“basic control” would be ob- 
tained from other -projects down- 


stream. 
Attitude of Public. 

The listing of the huge new 
program by the Army represents 
a preliminary move. Congression- 
al authorizations followed by ap- 
propriations, are required, but 
first public acceptance in the 
Kansas basin, especially in the 
vicinity of the proposed reser- 
voirs, must be gained. 

Opposition by local interests 
has prevented ‘the Army from 
going ahead with some of its key 
projects. Even since the flood 
much of the public opposition has 
stayed alive. It has been bolstered 
by advocates of soil and small 
watercourse treatment alone, in 
opposition to big dams, although 
the Agriculture Department has 
joined the other federal agencies 
in declaring that both types of 
attack are needed. 

This argument, too, cropped out 
by strong inferences in the dis- 
cussions. 

Speaking of the entire 34-dam 
system proposed for the Kansas 
basin, Col. Lawrence J. Lincoln, 
Army district engineer at Kansas 
City, told Interagency: 

“The basic reservoir units will 
provide roughly 7,600,000 acre- 
feet of capacity for retention and

Ultimate Cost $700,000,000. 

The foregoing figure includes 
about 4,300,000 acre-feet of flood 
storage capacity in the 12 older 
projects carried into the new 
basin list. This compares with 
the 3,300,000 acre-feet approxi- 
mation for the 22 new projects. 
These 22 sites are on creeks or 
minor tributaries. They would 
have relatively small capacity, av- 
eraging 150,000 acre-feet each. 
Apart from the Salina-Kansas 
City cluster, one is west of Hays, 
Kan., and three in central-south- 
ern Nebraska. 


Discussing cost estimates, Lin- | 


coln emphasized that these are 
still preliminary and are being 
checked further. He gave as a 
rough total for the Kansas basin 
$700,000,000—$350,000,000 for the 
12 old projects carried to the new 
list, $280,000,000 for the 22 new 
ones, and $70,000,000 for local 
protection works at numerous 
points. 

There is reason to believe final 
figures might prove to be appre- 
clably higher. Other Army en- 
gineer sources said the 22 new 
projects might cost at least $300,- 
000,000. 

Further, the same sources said, 
a rule of thumb is that dam-and- 
reservoir projects are costing $100 
er more per acre-foot of capacity. 
The 3,300,000 acre-foot estimate 
is for flood storage. More capacity 
would be involved for silt accumu- 
lation and possibly for various 
so-called “conservation” uses. 

Estimate of Benefits. 

“Estimates of the flood-control 
benefits that would be provided 
by the basic units are likewise in- 
complete,” Lincoln continued. “It 
has been determined that the (34) 
basic units would have prevented 
damages during the 1951 flood in 
the order of $645,000,000. 

“Considering this, along with 
the damage reductions that would 
be accomplished in another cycle 
of floods such as that which oc- 
curred in the 49-year period from 
1903 to date, and considering the 
provision for controling a flood 
of even greater magnitude than 
that of 1951, it is readily appar- 
ent that these basic units are un- 
questionably justified as a valu- 
able investment in flood control.” 

Lincoln said many of the reser- 
voirs should be built to provide 
for uses in addition to flood con- 
trol, although he had concerned 
himself primarily with the latter. 
Thus far, he related, no study has 
been made of water-storage space 
allocations for other functions. 

He gave recoghition to the up- 
lands measures of the agricul- 
tural program, but said that soil 
conservation was not a substitute 
for “engineering works for the 
positive control of major floods.” 

Power Development Omitted. 

Power development is not in 
prospect in the Kansas basin or 
in the Kansas portion of the 
Osage basin, Lincoln said. Pri- 
vate power interests: have been 
concerned over any such compe- 
tition. Gov. Edward F. Arn of 
Kansas reiterated his stand 
against power generation at Kan- 
sas dams. | 

On the Army’s “additional” or 
deferred category of possible 
dams for the Kansas basin are 84 
projects. These include the 
Army’s Red Willow and Pioneer 
projects, the Reclamation Bu- 
reau's Kirwin dam, nine other 
proposals definitely or tentatively 
advanced heretofore by the bu- 
reau and 72 others not labeled as 
to claimant. Three other bureau 
projects, including Norton dam, 
are not even mentioned on the 
“additional” list, 

Apparently no close estimate of 
possible storage capacity of the 
reservoirs on. this list has been 
made. One Army source said the 
entire group might perhaps pro- 
vide 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 acre- 
feet of flood storage.

Mitchell Bourg Justice De- 
partment attorney in San Fran- 
cisco, and Thomas W. Martin, as- 
sistant United States attorney at 
Sacramento. Defendants are Er- 
nest ‘M. Schino, who was fired as 
chief field deputy for the Internal 
Revenue collector in northern 
California; Patrick Mooney, form- 


er chief field deputy for the col- | 


lector in Nevada, and Martin M. 
Hartmann, conticted blue sky law 
stock mee 

Naming of the two special pro- 
secutors was considered a pre- 
liminary step in taking tax cases 
completely out of the hands of 
Chauncey Tramutolo, United 
States attorney at San Francisco. 
McGrath testified Tramutolo 
would be relieved in all pending 
tax cases. 

Schino, Mooney and Hartmann 
were indicted March 20 on charg- 
es of trying to fix a tax evasion 
case by conspiring with the tax- 
payer, Mrs. Gertrude Jenkins, 
abortionist. The Government was 
seeking about $45,000 in taxes 
from her. Hartmann allegedly 
offered her 5000 shares of stock 
in the worthless Mountain City 
Consolidated Copper Co. in ex- 
change for dropping tax prosecu- 
tion. She said she paid $5000 for 
the stock but never got it. 

Meanwhile, former Internal 
Revenue Collector James G. 
Smyth denied in San Francisco 
that President Truman asked him 
to resign before he was fired. 
However, Smyth admitted he was 
approached twice by others about 
quitting. At a press conference 
yesterday, President Truman said 
he asked Smyth to resign before 
irregularities in the San Francisco 
office were made public. Smyth 
was indicted Tuesday on charges 
of conspiring to defraud the 
Government.

REDS MUST YIELD ON P.0.W. 


U.N. Requires Assurance All Held by Foe 
Will Be Freed—-Some Fare Badly, 
Others Fairly Well Treated. 


By WILLIAM C. BARNARD 

TOKYO, Dec. 14 (AP) — The 
Communists must give in to Al- 
lied conditions on an exchange of 
prisoners of war. or accept the 
responsibility for a complete 
breakdown of the Korean armis- 
tice talks. | 

This unwavering position of the 
United Nations high command 
was learned today by the Asso- 
ciated Press. “It is solidly based 
on the command’s loyalty to and 
anxiety for those Allied soldiers 
now in enemy hands. 

Even as this stand became 
known, censorship eased off and 
permitted the Associated Press to 
give for the first time since the 
Korean war began some back- 
| ground on how American soldiers 
are faring in Communist camps 

Some are having a bitter time 
of it. Others are comparatively 
well treated. 

The Allied command has com- 
promised on other armistice is- 
sues, but on this one point—now 
under strained discussion at Pan- 
munjom—it will remain inflex- 
ible. 

Before it makes any decision 
on Point Four of the armistice 
agenda—prisoner exchange —it 


will insist that the enemy pro- 
vide a list of the names and na-

tionalities of U.N. prisoners and 


the location of the camps where 
each is held captive. 

The Reds have airily called this 
a “technical detail.” Such infor- 
mation can be supplied, they said, 
after the U.N. agrees to the Red | 
proposal that the Allies first agree 
to exchange all Communists in 
Allied camps for all Allied sol- 
diers in Red camps. 

Approximately 11,000 United 
States soldiers are in 
action. An unknown number of 
thousands of these are in enemy 
hands. But the Allies hold an 
estimated 165,000 Reds prisoner. 

Reason for Firm Stand. 

Should the U.N. high command 
agree now to an “all-for-all” ex- 
change, it would be breaking 
faith with Allied soldiers cap- 
tured by the enemy. That is the 
current Allied viewpoint. 

This is why: 

At this stage of the game, the 
U.N, does not know how many 
Allied prisoners are Communist 
captives, who they are or where 
they are held. If the U.N. agreed 
to an “all-for-all” exchange with- 
out first getting such informa- 
tion, it would permit the Reds 
to offer 10, 20 or 100 Allied 
prisoners in exchange for the 165,- 
000-odd Communist prisoners. 

And there would be no re- 
course. The Allies might never 
know how many more remained 
captive in distant labor camps or 
were callously “lost” by the Reds. 

While the Allies have eonsis- 
tently adhered to provisions of 
the International Red Cross com- 
mittee and supplied the names 
and locations of Red prisoners, 
the enemy has refused to abide 
by the Geneva conventions. 

In the whole war, the Reds 
have supplied the names of only 
110 United Nations captives. Of 
these, 107 were infantrymen and 
the other three were airmen. 

As to what sort of lives Amer- 
ican boys lead in prison camps 
behind enemy lines, available in- 
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‘formation pieced together from 
‘various informed sources, which 
jcannot be identified, show the 
following: 

| 1. In some Communist camps, LONUME: 
American prisoners are made to 
,work very hard. In others, cap- 
tives are assigned no jobs. 

2. Food in some of the camps is 
adequate. In the remainder, it 
is extremely poor. 

3. Some American prisoners in 
Communist hands are well treat- 
ed. These are the men the Com- 
munists feel they can use for 
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their own purposes—such as 


propaganda broadcasts. 


4. Other prisoners are not so 
fortunate. They are badly 
treated. 

5. Nothing is known of the 
morale of American prisoners of 
the Communists. 

In some cases, letters from 
Allied captives have been allowed 
to filter through Red Cross chan- 
nels to relatives. But no Red 


|Cross food packages have ever 


reached the U.N. soldiers in 
Communist camps. Nor have the 
Reds let Red Cross personnel in- 
spect their camps. 

In contrast, two Red Cross 
neutrals have a full-time job 
touring and inspecting prisoner- 
of-war compounds in Allied terri- 
tory. They have consistently rated 
conditions excellent. 
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and have pilots and maintenance 
crews in training in the United 
States. 

Airdromes are being built on 
the island of Crete for Allied use. 
Crete lies athwart the exit from 
the Aegean sea to the: Mediter- 
ranean and is strategically im- 
portant both for air and naval 
uses. 

Greece was the first nation to 
offer to send troops to Korea. A 
brigade was offered but not ac- 
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cepted, since at the time it ap- 
peared the war in Korea was 
about won. The Greek battalion 
of 700 men which was sent later 
has performed exceptionally. The 
dispatch of additional Greek 
troops is now being negotiated. 
Greece can send the brigade 
originally proposed without in- 
juring its defensive position. 
Military expenditures account 
for 43 per cent of the Greek 
budget. The Greek economy can- 
not support this force unaided. 
This means that the United States

Guess Who 

“THE MAN WITH A CLOAK,” at the ORPHEUM’ is a 
pretty fair costume melodrama which relies mostly on rich 
atmosphere, literate and often trenchant dialogue, and some 
good character performances rather than on its vestige of 

Gi suspense for its effects. 

It’s about an ailing old hell-rake, a for- 
mer marshal of Napoleon who is quite 
wealthy, and who is asked by a young French 

' girl who visits him in New York to lend 
financial aid to his grandson for the re- 
publican cause in France. A gang composed 
of his former mistress, an evil brute of a 

utler and an old: cook have him in charge, however, and 
plan to get his money for themselves by hastening his demise. 
They set about this by the simple method of letting him have 
all the brandy he wants and substituting colored water for 
his medicine. Into this sinister setup steps a mysterious poet 
to thwart the wicked triumvirate. 

Much pother is made about the identity of the poet, it 
not being revealed until the last shot. As he (a) calls*him- 
self Dupin; (b) has a penchant fcr detective work and deduc- 
tion; (c) reads lines from the poem, “Ulalume”; (d) is moody, 
somber, darkly romantic, impoverished and drinks like a 
fish; (e) is an American; and the action takes place in New 
York sometime prior to 1848, it should not take a literary 
Hawkshaw to guess his identity. All together, now, class! 

Joseph Cctten, Barbara Stanwyck, Louis Calhern, Leslie 
Caron and Joe De Santis all give illuminating performances, 
and Frank Fenton's script, from a story by John Dickson Carr, 
has a leanness that contrasts favorably with the usual flor- 
idity of period pieces, so the film has a nice air of reality and 
immediacy. 

The other feature, “THE STRIP,” is not, as one might 
expect, about the operations of a burlesque ecdysiast, but 
dwells on life among Los Angeles’ Sunset Strip nightclubs. 
It has Mickey Rooney playing the drums and getting mixed up 
with gamblers, Sally Forrest dancing and cigarette-girling, 
and a murder which Mickey insists on confessing to. But 
mostly it’s an excuse to show_night-club life, with such char- 
acters as Louis Armstrong, Jack Teagarden, Earl Hines, Vic 
Damone and Monica Lewis playing themselves. Though it 
does suggest the hectic, tawdry atmosphere of its locale, it 
is poor melodrama, with a soggy sentimental ending. 


Too Literal Escape Story 
“THE WOODEN HORSE,” an English film at the PAG- 
EANT, adapted by Eric Williams from his own best-selling 
book about how he and two other R.A.F. officers escaped from 
a German prisoner-of-war camp is interesting, but hardly fas- 
cinating. Probably it suffers from its au- 
thor’s own honesty in refusing to enlarge for 
dramatic purposes on the actual events. 
“It has an air of documentary factual- 
ism in showing life in the camp and the 
ingenicus plotting and four months of back- 
breaking grubbing cs the officers dig a tun- 
nel out of the camp under cover of a wooden 
gymnastic horse placed over the entrance. But Williams hasn't 
been able to whip up the feeling of intense drama that this 
intriguing episode deserves. The low key of the presentation 
is almost a bareness. After the escape from tle camp, the 
plot goes rather down-hill as two of the escapees make their 
way through Germany to Sweden with the aid of friendly 
French laborers and Danish sailors, and instead o1 finishing 
with a flourish, just stops. 

Leo Genn, Anthony Steel and David Tomlinson are all 
convincing enough as the escaping trio, and there are some 
laudable tries for suspense. Trouble is, we've been too accus- 
tomed to much more tingling suspense in fiction. This would 
have profited as entertainment from the hand of a Hitchcock, 
with not too many scruples about more theatricalism in the 


situations and details.

Evergreen Garlands

AKE garlands of evergreen

PARIS. 

HAVE come to the conclusion 

that one of the signs of matu- 

rity is to be able to overlook 
remarks that may or may not be 
intended as slurs against individ- 
uals or countries. In a speech 
made here last week there were 
some rather unfortunate remarks 
in which the speaker suggested 
that those among us who tried 
to preach to others should be 
sure that we were well qualified 
to do so. I doubt if any one of 
us is qualified to make sugges- 
tions to each other or to criticize 
each other. 
_ One remark made the follow- 
ing morning among the many 
speeches that answered that of 
the previous day was equally ap- 
plicable to us all. It would be far 
more profitable if we acknowl- 
edged our own _ shortcomings, 
said the speaker, and were hum- 
ble about them before we talked 
about our hopes. He did not sug- 
gest that our particular way of 
life had much to offer to others 
and we simply waited for them 
to ask for such things as they 
felt they could profitably use 
from any one of us.

I WAS AMUSED when our 
Chilean colleague said that tech- 
nical assistance should be grant- 
ed to nations that could prove 
they were advancing the cause 
of human rights. I wonder if 
every nation would not claim 
that what they are doing with 
aid of technical assistance is aid- 
ing the cause of human rights. 
Who is to be judge—the nation 
making the claim or some out- 
sider?

THERE WAS a resolution pre- 
sented by several states that 
would write an article for the 
future Covenant on Human 
Rights that seems repetitive to 
me. 


The principle of this article is 
already in the Charter because 
the Charter states in Article 1 
(the purposes of the United Na- 
tions are) “to develop friendly re- 
lations among nations based on 
respect for the principle of equal 
rights and self-determination of 
peoples, and to take other ap- 
propriate measures to strengthen 
universal peace.” 

Whether such an article should 
be in the declaration or in a 
general resolution is a question 
I think may well be considered. 
But that we are committed to 
the principle is unquestionable.

That Word “Tedious.” 


being “tedious,” we mean it 

is tiring or wearisome and 
the idea of boredom enters in, 
just as the noun “tedium” sug- 
gests irksomeness of this nature. 
This is emphasized when we 
speak of “relieving the tedium.” 


The idea of lack of activity or 
interest is inseparable in the 
present-day usage of this word— 
the coloration of slowness — of 
weariness in the sense of bore- 
dom. : 

And so the word has been used 
for hundreds of years and we can 
quote the statement of John 
Bunyon three centuries back, “I 
would not be tedious to the 
court.” 


The reader who sends in this 
inquiry quotes a line from Shake- 
speare “I see a man’s life is a 
tedious one.” And this could also, 
of course, be just another exam- 
ple of similar usage. However, 
in its context here Shakespeare's 
“tedious” meant something more 
than irksome in the-sense of 
slow, dull uninteresting; it im- 
plies the sense of irksome as try- 
ing, unpleasant. 


It is interesting to see how this 
word started. It comes from the 
Latin “taedium” from “taedet” 
signifying “It wearies one” in the 
sense of it irks one, it disgusts 
one!

More than seven years the 
Temple was building; it was not 
finished until about 970 B.C. Into 
it went hewn stones of great size 
for foundation and retaining walls, 
and choicest woods of cedar and 
olive. Meanwhile artists were at 
work on the details—exquisite 
and elaborate hand-carvings for 
every nook and cranny of roof, 
pillars and walls, and a lavish 
overlay of gold wherever the eye 
rested, from floor to ceiling, from 
altar to cherubims over the Mercy 
Seat. The cherub, one of the most 
ancient images and symbols, con- 
sisted of a combination of lion, 
ox, man and eagle, and in the be- 
ginning served to symbolize 
things secret and mysterious, 
sacred and unapproachable. Later 
it came to represent the sustainer 
of the glory of God and guardian 
of the mysteries of the law. 

When all at last was finished, 
all Israel and with her the world 
came out to see the wonder. 

This house was God's, and Is- 
rael, with the princes of the tribes, 
and the heads of the families of 
Israel, gathered together with 
King Solomon that they might 
carry the Ark of that Covenant 
out of the city of David into its 
new resting place.

Although North’s single raise on 
the first round was not partic- 
ularly encouraging, South was of 
course safe in making the arti- 
ficial reverse rebid of two spades, 
He felt that this would be more 
constructive than a mere leap to 
four hearts would be; North might 
have had an upper-limit raise and 
would now take appropriate ac- 
tion to announce the fact. 


When North actually jumped ‘to 
four hearts over two spades; South 
naturally felt that he had found 
gold, and he started to check up 
via the Blackwood convention. 
North’s five-diamond response, 
however, revealed that the enemy 
had an ace, and South decided 
to stop at the five-level. It was a 
sound conclusion, but unfortun- 
ately, the partnership had already 
ventured into dangerous territory. 


West opened the seven of 
trumps, not wanting to lead from 
any honor. South drew West's sec- 
ond trump, cashed the king and 
ace of clubs and ruffed a club, 
then went back to dummy with a 
trump and led a spade to his own 
ten. West took the trick—and 
proceeded to fall flat on his face! 
Perhaps he thought that South 
now had four good spade tricks 
on which to discard dummy’s dia-
